: Get Off My Frequency! 


From The W5YI Report Volume 17, 
Issue # 12 June 15, 1995: As ex- 
pected, the Newt Gingrich-affili- 

ated Progress and Freedom Foun- 
dation released an 80-page re- 
port recommending the Federal 
Communications Commission 
be abolished. Only 500 of the FCC’s 2,200 employees would 
remain - 1,700 would be axed by September 1996. A large 
independent agency would not be needed since spectrum 
would be sold - rather than licensed. The FCC would re- 
emerge as a much smaller office within the federal 
government's executive branch.

Other highlights from the “comprehensive plan”: 


* Unless Congress acts to preserve regulations, all FCC rules 
and regulations will be rescinded in three years. 


* Immediate repeal of all FCC licensing authontty. 


* All current FCC license holders would receive property rights 
in the spectrum, enforced by the trespass laws. 


* Deeds recorded in a central Spectrum Registry File. 


* Any spectrum that has more than one claimant would be 
auctioned within 180 days. 


* Government agencies must “disgorge” their unused spec- 
trum within a determined time frame. 


* All restrictions on use of spectrum would be eliminated. Those 
who win title could develop and/or re-sell the spectrum sub- 
ject to antitrust review and geographic and interference bound- 
aries; however, legislation would not set forth interference rights 
in detail. 


* Department of Justice would confiscate any devices used in 
violation of communications rules. 


* Complaint investigation and answering of general inquiries 
from the public discontinued. 


* Spectrum above 300 GHz is infrared rather than radio. 


A spokesman for the Progress and Freedom Foundation 
charged that “The federal government is not fostering but hin- 
dering the development of digital technology.” 


*FCC Chairman Reed Hundt issued the following statement: 
“This distinguished group of old FCC vets and new arrivals is 
right to care about the communications revolution. Their good 
ideas are already being put into practice at the FCC. But 
they’re wrong on their number one factual assumption: When 
it comes to competition, we ain't seen much yet. 


“And they're wrong on their vision: the public interest has a 
huge stake in the communications revolution and private in- 
terests should not own 100% of the action. 


“And they're wrong on the FCC’s job definition: the Congress 
and the public want and need us to write fair rules of compe- 
tition, collect still more money from spectrum auctions and 
protect consumers from monopolies. 


* On May 31st, FCC Commissioner Jim Quello issued a press 
statement: “The Progress and Freedom Foundation Report 
reflects the well considered opinions of a group of intellectual 
visionaries who are ten years ahead of themselves. It re- 
quires further thoughtful review. At this time, its proposal for 
restructuring the FCC is too drastic and impractical. 


“Perhaps many of the Report's proposals, particularly the per- 
sonnel reductions, could be implemented at some time in the 
future when competition replaces the need for regulation. This 
will come with the eventual establishment of a multi-channel, 
multi-faceted communications information highway offering 
consumers a variety of competitive choices for communica- 
tion services. Although we at the FCC are working toward 
that goal, we are not there yet.” 


Quello suggested that the FCC adopt a wait-and-see attitude 
since pending telecommunications legislation could result in 
the need for many FCC rulemakings to fully open the com- 
munications marketplace to competition.

Seems knowledge of CW is really 
useful in our nation’s and oth- 
ers need for a “trained pool of 
operators” ready and able to re- 
ceive and respond to even low- 
tech radio signals in times of 
someone’s emergency. Note the 
“trained pool of operators” is 
one of the justifications for the 
existence of amateur radio li- 
censes per the Communications 
Act of 1934 -- and our continued 
used of valuable spectrum 
space.

BBS Update 


Greetings! As promised at the last meet- 
ing, here is a proposal for the upgrading 
the GCARC packet BBS. As you know, 
the BBS has been running on 144.990. As 
this is a busy frequency, we should really 
put up a second node for users. I don’t 
have a frequency yet, but that’s not a big 
problem at this time. We would keep 
144.990 as a forwarding frequency and 
have the second frequency as a user’s fre- 
quency. 


Why 144.99? We get all incoming and 
outgoing mail through N3DFD. UHF 
forwarding is not practical at this time due 
to our geographical location, (1 would be 
happy to make a presentation on that at a 
club meeting),and phone forwarding is 
expensive. (That defeats the purpose of 
having a radio BBS anyway). 


While 144.99 is a nice forwarding fre- 
quency, some users are having difficulty 


using the BBS 
due to conges- 
tion. Remem- 
ber, there are 
a whole bunch 
of BBSs and 
users in Philly 
and north of 
the city that your station does not see (but 
the bbs does), and this results in mass con- 
fusion. You get timed out and kicked off. 
So, if you are experiencing difficulty now, 
a second port would clear up that grief. 
Our existing antenna is in questionable 
condition, and the coax is questionable 
at best. We have a GREAT team upgrad- 
ing the antenna system and this should 
improve. WE NEED a second port! 


Other news is that N3DFD has written a 
multi-connect BBS program, and we 
should be getting that running soon. 


What do we need in equipment to up- 
grade the BBS?

The ARRL has commented on an FCC 
proposal to deregulate the equipment 
and testing requirements for personal 
computers, peripherals, and individual 
components (in ET Docket No. 95-19). 
The FCC proposal, made in February, 
would not change the substantive regu- 
lations governing unintentional emis- 
sions from class B digital devices, and 
there is no proposal in this proceeding 
to increase the amount of permitted rf 
energy from personal computers, pe- 
ripherals or their components. “Theoreti- 
cally,” the league said, “radio amateurs 
will not be affected by this proceeding, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
commission's certification procedure is 
specifically intended to ensure that un- 
intentional radiator devices not cause in- 
terference to radio services such as 
broadcasting, aeronautical and mari- 
time communications, and the amateur

But the league did express concern that 
the FCC was proposing to give up over- 
sight that in the past has kept interfer- 
ence from class B computing devices 
to radio receivers within “practicable 
limits.” This is a special consideration, 
the league said, now that many radio 
amateurs have PCs as permanent parts 
of their stations. The league said it was 
important that the FCC reaffirm its in- 
tention to increase enforcement 
against noncompliant devices. The 
league said it is the concern of the 
amateur community that new testing 
procedures could allow on the market 
more devices that either are not tested, 
do not meet rf emission requirements, 
or both. 


The ARRL said its greatest fear is that 
there will not be significant enforce- 
ment of the new rules, nor any effort 
to evaluate the level of compliance on 


the part of the manufacturers, and that 
there will be no disincentive to simply 
market noncompliant products. Since 
the commission's field offices today sel- 
dom respond to complaints of interfer- 
ence to home electronics products, the 
only unlicensed device is marketed for 
sale to the public, the league said. 


Finally, the ARRL said that since class B 
PCs can malfunction due to close-by RF 
fields, that every PC's declaration of con- 
formity should identify where the owner 
can go for assistance in getting the 
deviceto function property in the pres- 
ence of RF.
